Nazis Evacuate 


AnotherBastion

By JAMES M. LONG, 
LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 238.— 
(P)—The Red army captured an 
east bank suburb of Dneprope- 
trovsk in a savage hand-to-hand 
struggle across the river from that 


big steel city yesterday, smashed 
the last German Caucasian fort- 
ress of Temryuk, and swept up 

1,320 vil’. ges for the biggest day’s 
haul of the war, Moscow disclosed 
early today. 

Hurling German remnants into 
the Dnieper, the Russians seized 
the suburb of Nizhne-Dneprovsk 
and captured huge quantities of 
equipment the fleeing enemy was 
unable to remove to the west 
bank, said a communique record- 


ed by the Soviet monitor. 


At other points along the river, 
“our troops, reaching the Dnieper, 
were wiping out or capturing in- 
dividual German groupings on the 
left bank,” it added. 

A Berlin broadcast also an- 
nounced that night-striking Soviet 
troops, Who had breasted the 
Dnieper 50 miles above Kiev in an 
apparent encircling movement on 
the Ukraine capital, still were bat- 
tling the Germans on the west 
bank. Moscow was silent on this 
phase of the developing battle for 
Kiev. ‘ 

Gomel Totters. 

While fighting raged along a 
300-mile stretch of the river other 
armies in the north pressed on 
into White Russia, reaching a 
point only 22 miles from Gomel., 
whose fall was expected soon, and 
smashed ahead nine miles beyond 
the fallen bastion of Smolensk. 

The Soviet communique said 
tnat 25,000 Soviet civilians of one 
district who were being driven “to 
slave labor in Germany” were 
overtaken and freed, and hun- 
dreds of trucks, tractors, guns and 
horses fell into Russian hands 
along with 25 locomotives and 
hundreds of freight cars. Scores 
of tanks were knocked out or -ap- 
tured. 

Nearly 7,000 Germans were 
killed during the day, the bulletin 
said. Two thousarid fell before 
the Russian columns pounding to- 
ward Mogilev, above Gomel. En- 
tire battalions were wiped out in 
bitter fighting around the Dnieper 
river city of Kremenchug, where 
both sides threw in their air 
| forces. 

Blast Trains. 

The strong Red air force not 
only supported the ground troops 
in their fighting for Dnieper river 
crossings, but ranged ahead to 
| blow up German troop trains and 
rail junctions west of the river. 

German troops by the hundreds 
were surrendering under the im- 
pact of the Soviet armies, Moscow 
said, 400 of them being taken in a 
“daring outflanking maneuver” 
which forced an estuary at Tem- 
ryuk in the Caucasus and “cut off 
the retreat of the enemy.”

Alps Formidable Defense. 


“Today in Italy we are faced 
with nearly 20 German divisions; 
beyond Italy are the Alps, a 
formidable natural defense line 
and many more German divisions. 
At the present time, Germany is 
capable of opposing any attack on 
a vital portion of her European 
defense with at least 10 times the 
German forces defeated in Sicily. 

“The fighting ahead. will be 
hard and bloody. If we become 
overconfident or sit back and 
coast either in the Army or on 
the production front, we will be 
inviting disaster.” 

The first evidence that German 
military leaders realized the im- 
possibility of an Axis victory and 
had shifted to a determined de- 
fense, he said, came _ several 
months ago when German bomber 
production was reduced drastical- 
ly in order to step up the output 
of fighter planes. 

Allied Air Offensive. 

The Allied air offensive has 
weakened the enemy greatly, he 
said, but the Germans are develop- 
ing technical improvements 
which they hope will reduce the 
effectiveness of Allied bomber 
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attacks. So far, he said, they have 
not succeeded. 

In the Pacific, as in Europe, the 
principal weapon used to set the 
stage for future decisive action 
has been air power, McNarney 
said. 

“No military man has wanted 
to follow.a line:of action which 
involved hopping short distances 
from island to island in the Pa- 
cific,” he said, “but the enormous 
supply problems imposed by the 
Pacific’s vast distances have forc- 
ed us thus far to operations 
against the perimeter (of Japa- 
nese strongholds).” 

“You can be sure,” he added, 
“that future operations will pro- 
vide for by-passing these outer 
barriers to the maximum extent 
possible.” 


More Nazi Attacks 
On Russia Unlikely 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—(4)—The 
general opinion in London is that 
the Germans will never again be 
able to launch a major attack in 
Russia and now are fighting only 
to hold a destruction of the army 
and to protect the fatherland it- 
self from invasion. 

This opinion is founded mainly 
on the fact that the Nazis are run- 
ning increasingly short of man- 
power along the 1,100-mile front. 
The situation is viewed as mark- 
edly different from 1918 in 
France, when the Germans were 
able to overcome a manpower de- 
ficiency and resume “heir attacks 
by shortening their lines. 

It is also believed that if the 
Russians force the German -de- 
fenses along the Dnieper river 
their advance will continue steadi- 
ly, perhaps even at the recent pace 
of 100 miles a month.

Arnall Urges 
Solons to Speed 


Prison Reform 


Prison reform is as important 
as liberating Georgia’s schools 
from politics, Governor Arnall 
told the extraordinary session of 
the legislature. 

Urging quick passage of a pris- 
on reform program—the one pur- 
pose for which the group was re- 
assembled yesterday on short no- 
tice—Governor Arnall said: 

“In eliminating the evils of the 
prison system, which so long have 
been a reproach to Georgia in the 
eyes of the nation, the general as- 
sembly will have performed one 
more seryice—a service as great 
as that which liberated education 
from political interference.” 

He asked the legislators not to 
let Georgia prisons become “the 
American equivalent of the Nazi 
concentration camp.” 

Quoting reports on prison condi- 
tions from house and senate lead- 
ers and committee probers, the 
Governor. said he did not believe 
“these shameful conditions” can 
be corrected by less than a com- 
plete reorganization of the penal 
system. 

Reform Lacking. 


“There has been no true reform 
of that system since, almost half a 
century ago, Georgia ended the 
iniquitious sale of human beings 
under the guise of the lease sys- 
tem. It is the responsibility of the 
general assembly to consider the 
needs of the correctional institu- 
tions and to formulate the .ind of 
system that Georgia needs and 
that Georgians desire: a humane 
system of rehabilitation for these 
social misfits that will enable 
them to be restored to society as 
men and women, not as_ wild 
beasts.” 

He recommended two basic so- 
lutions: 1. Abolish the existing 
prison system, and, 2. Adopt a co- 
ordinated system, covering ail 
prisoners of the state, with a sin- 
gle executive at its head, clothed 
with adequate power to make and 
enforce proper rules and regula- 
tions. 


As he pleaded for better treat- 
ment of convicts, replacing bar- 
barism with rehabilitation, Arnall 
said: 

“It is not right to shut a man 
up like a mad dog in a cage and 
whip him with a rubber hose and 
work him as a brutal drayman 
might work a Si horse.

In Occupied Countries 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—(4)—The 
execution of 13 more Czechs, in- 
cluding a woman of 61 and a 
man of 70, and passage of death 
sentences on 20 Belgians has 
been officially announced by the 
German in orders quoted today 
by refugee government agencies. 

The Czechoslovak press bureau 
said six persons were executed in 
Prague for possessing arms and 
hoarding and seven young men 
were put to death in Bruenn the 
same day for illegal dealings in 
ration cards. The bureau said the 
Germans were anxious to conceal 
the nature of the Czechs’ unrest, 
giving economic offenses as the 
reason for the executions.

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Nazis Declare Benito 
Is Returned to Italy 


By WILLIAM SMITH WHITE. 
LONDON, Sept. 27.—(AP)—The Nazis, striving to fill 
Italy’s vacant chair at the table where the tripartite treaty 
was signed, celebrated the third anniversary of that pact by 
announcing today that Benito Mussolini had returned to Italy. 


The Berlin radio broadcast this 


statement as coming from the 


fallen Duce: 

“I deem it a good sign that my 
return to Italy coincides with the 
anniversary of the pact that binds 
together indissolubly Fascist Italy, 
Nationa) Socialist Germany and 
the empire of the Japanese Em- 
peror.” 

The statement came simultane- 
ously with  whistling-in-the-dark 
addresses by Japanese Foreign 
Minister Mamoru Shigemitsu and 
German Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, who drummed 
away on the familiar charge that 
the United States, Britain and Rus- 
sia “want to conquer Europe to en- 
slave its population.” 

Elaborate Unconcern. 


On the whole, however, Ger- 
many and Japan observed the an- 
niversary in perfect contrast to the 
loud eéxultaty»ns which rang 
through the world just a year ago, 
and put on a show of unconcern 
over Premier Pietro Badoglio’s 
capitulation. 

The broadcast quoted Mussolini, 
now Hitler’s straw leader of a new 
German-formed Fascist govern- 
ment, as declaring: 

“The Bolshevists and Anglo- 
Americans shall never conquer 
Europe nor will they ever deprive 
Japan of her possessions in the 
east. 

“The Republican Fascist govern- 
ment is determined to fight to fi- 
nal victory with all its strength 
and with the confidence which has 
always inspired Italy. 

More Breast-Beating. 

“The episode which was created 
by an international clique in col- 
lmboration with some traitors has 
had consequences which will be 
decisive for the future of the war 
because Italy can now obtain some 
idea of the ruin which threatened 
her. 

“Republican Fascist Italy will 
wipe these days of humiliation 
out of her history and with her 
blood will extinguish the shame 
which a degenerate monarch tried 
to bring upon his country’s tradi- 
tions and glorious past. 

“Together ‘ith German and 
Japanese troops the Italian forces 
will liberate the world from an in- 
ternational junta which does not 
stop at treachery to cause confu- 
sion among all nations and their 
traditions. 

“Germany and Fascist comrades 
may rest assured that the tripar- 
tite pact will be fulfilled by Re- 
publican Fascist Italy with the 
same eagerness and the same be- 
lief as that which inspired Italy in 
the past three years.” 

Shigemitsu’s statement, like 
that of Mussolini’s, was read over 
the Berlin radio. 

He joined in insisting that “the 
Axis pact remains unbroken” de- 
spite Badoglio’s “treachery,” and 
said the Axis powers wquld tri- 
umph in reaching their joint goal, 
“the achievement of justice in the 
world.”

000 worth of war bonds, and our 
goal, which we hope to reach be- 
fore the present bond campaign 
ends, is for members of the: asso- 
ciation to own a billion dollars’ 
worth of bonds.” 

In discussing the increased val- 
uation .of residential property, 
Vaile pointed out that in some 
areas the increase had been great- 
er than’ elsewhere, but that the 
general average was from 15 to 
25 per cent.

Facing Doom; 


Debate Today 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(#) 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, still fought tonight for his 
don’t-draft-fathers bill despite all 
indications that senate debate 
starting tomorrow means its doom. 
New support developed meanwhile 
for a substitute measure designed 
to steer thousands of government 
employes into the armed forces. 


Senator Bailey, Democrat, North 
Carolina, completed the draft of 
the substitute, in which federal 
employment would be denied vir- 
tually all draft-age nonfathers and 
noncombat duty would be prohib- 
ited for most commissioned offi- 
cers of draft age capable of bear- 
ing arms. 

Senator Clark, Democrat, Mis- 
souri, joined Bailey in its sponsor- 
ship, and Senators McKellar, Dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, and Johnson, 
Democrat, Colorado, voiced their 
support. 

“You Can Say for Me.” 


“You can say for me,” Wheeler 
told reporters, “that I am going 
right ahead with. my fight to post- 
pone the drafting of pre-Pearl Har- 
bor fathers until January 1.” 
Wheeler, who has previously 
charged manpower waste to the 
Army, said that between 3,000 
and 5,000 experienced air pilots 
are driving jeeps and doing other 
groymd work while the Army is 
training inexperienced men to fly. 
“An Army regulation,” he said, 
“will not permit a pilot to fly an 
Army craft without an Army 
rating of 50 hours pilot experience 
during the six months previous to 
entering the Army. But, under 
another Army regulation, all civil- 
ian pilots on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts were grounded for six 
months after Pearl Harbor, there- 
fore it was impossible for these 
men to have flown the 50 hours 
prior to their entrance in the 
Army.” 
Administration Hopes. 


Administration leaders express- 
ed confidence of sufficient votes 
to recommit Wheeler's draft bill 
to the Military Committee or de- 
feat it on a roll call vote, which- 
ever course they might choose. 
Military leaders have urged that 
the. flow of men to the services 
not be curtailed in any way. 

Bailey’s proposal, which Clark 
said “will have the support of 
the whole country,” onl: 

Prohibit any male between the 
ages of 18 and 38 from being hired 
by the government, or from con- 
tinuing on the federal pay roll 
unless he were married prior to 
December 8, 1941, and has a child 
or children under 18, or (B) has 
been deferred becase of physical 
disqualification or (C) performs 
services indispensable to the op- 
erations of his department or 
agency. 

In the case of physically fit 
Army or Navy commissioned of- 
ficers between 18 and 38, the Bai- 
ley bill would prohibit their as- 
signment to noncombat duty in 
Washington or Arlington county, 
Va., (site of the Army’s big Pen- 
tagon building) for more than 30 
days unless they are pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers or the secretaries 
of War or Navy certify they are 
“indispensable to the operations 
of the land or Navy forces” in 
their present posts. 

Senator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
has still another approach to the 
problem of easing the drafting of 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers, sched- 
uled to begin October 1. Under 
his pending amendment to the 
Wheeler bill, fathers who had not 
attained the age of 30 on October 
1 would be subject to call first, 
those from 30 to 38, later, if nec- 
essary.

AN AMERICAN BASE ON 
THE INDIA-BURMA FRONTIER, 
Sept. 25.—(Delayed)—(4)—De-

Thig was the first advocacy of 
a sales tax by a leading Republi- 
can since President Roosevelt 
asked for new billions for war 
purposes, and ‘it caused a stir in 
Capito] Hill tax circles.

Taber said that enactment of a 
sales tax, which the Roosevelt 
administration has opposed as too 
hard on _ lower-income people, 
would ease the pressure for up- 
ping income taxes. He added: 
“On most taxes you've gotten to 
the point where higher rates 
would yield little if any addi- 
tiona]) revenue.” 


The New Yorker would have 
the sales tax remain in force only 
for the duration of the war’ Sen- 
ator Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, 
has proposed a two-year experi- 
ment with a federal sales tax. 


_ Taber disclosed that he is mak- 
ing a special study of federal ex- 
penditures, to determine where 
cuts can be made. He spoke of a 
possible 95 per cent reduction in 
federal housing and said the Of- 
fice of Price Administration could 
take a 25 per cent slash.

Berlin Broadcast Says 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—(4)—The 
Berlin radio said today that 
waves of heavy German fighter 
and bomber planes had raided 
Lero island in the Dodecanese, 
which it,said the British were 
attempting to make into a strong 
Allied eastern Mediterranean 
base. 

The Nazis claimed their raiders 
sank a 5,000-ton transport with a 
loss of some of the troops aboard, 


left a 9,000-ton freighter sinking, 
set three small vessels ablaze and 
burned oil dumps. 

The German report of the raid 
on Lero, occupied earlier in the 
month by Allied forces, was with- 
out confirmation from Allied 
sources.

$1,100,000,000 annually. 

He said between $6,000,000,000

uals by doubling the present first 
bracket surtax of 13 per cent, 
which, with the normal rate of 6 
per cent, would make a total tax 
of 32 per cent on net incomes of 
$2,000 yearly. 

This would involve integrating 
the present 5 per cent Victory tax 
with the regular income levy and 
the lowering of the present $1,200 
exemption for married persons to

Services Hail 
Shipbuilders’ 
Great Record 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—() 
The nation’s shipbuilding workers, 
observing “Victory Fleet Day” 
without a pause in their labors, 
received a salute from the Army | 
and Navy high commands today 
for turning out 2,100 merchant 
vessels since the first Liberty ship 
hit the water two years ago. 

Undersecretary of the Navy 
James Forrestal declared that the 
fact American shipyards produced 
more than 17,000 naval craft in 
the same period “makes their 
merchant ship building accom~ 
plishments more impressive.’ 

General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
hailed the “glorious news” of the 
achievement and declared the per- 
formance bolstered the confidence 
of every sailor, soldier and airman 
on the fighting fronts. 

Undersecretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson added his applause, 
too, but grimly warned there “can 
be no relaxation now, no resting 
on the laurels of achievement.” 

“The battle lines,” said Patter- 
son, “begin in the shipyards.” 

The praise was given in letters 
to Rear Admiral Emory S. Land, 
chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission, on the second anniver- 
sary of the launching of the S. S. 
Patrick Henry—still sailing the 
seas despite many German at- 
tempts to sink her.

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Practical Rehabilitation 
Completion of a plan for co-operative 
direction of relief for all victims of the world- 
wide war, by the United Nations, is announced 


by Secretary of State Cordell Hull. It has 


required the better part of a year to work out 
the details of the plan, the Secretary stated. 
All that now remains to be done is for the 
Allied nations to sign the agreement, which 
will be done at a meeting of representatives 
of 42 nations and the French Committee of 
National Liberation, to be held in Washington 
early in November. 

Relief to those who need it, under this 
plan, will be directed by a central committee 
from the United States, Britain, China and 
Russia. This committee will, in turn, be 
responsible to a council from all the partici- 
pating nations. 

Rehabilitation of those areas which have 
been devastated by the war, restoration of their 
populations to normal ways of life, constitutes 
a problem calling for the best minds and the 
most practical directors. 

In approaching this problem it should al- 
ways be born in mind that the relief to be 
extended is in no sense charity. Even if sym- 
pathy for the hungry, the cold, the starving 
and dispossessed did not prompt the giving 
of help, cold selfishness would impel us 
to do all possible for the rebuilding of life 
and prosperity in every stricken area. 

For, when the war is done, the maintenance 
of prosperity in our own country, as well as in 
others! depends upon the creation and develop- 
ment of markets for profitable trade. Such 
markets can only exist in lands which are 
self-supporting and productive of surplus ma- 
terials. 

The first task to face those who would 
help the stricken to rebuild, will be to make 
the land productive once again. Seed and the 
equipment for crop production must take 
priority. We must help the starving through 
the first months of freedom, until they can 
bring the products of their own land to har- 
vest. 

It is quite possible that within a year after 
cessation of hostilities, the worst ravaged lands 
can be brought back to the condition where 
they will provide sufficient food for their 
populations. That is, if the planning and the 
relief are intelligently directed. 

” after that is done, the balance of the task 
will be easier. It will consist of co-operation 
’ to lift war impoverished countries back to 
financial and social security, to economic inde- 
pendence. Once that is done they will again 
be able to take their place in the family of 
nations, contributing not only to their own well- 
being but to the wellbeing of others by means 
of high productivity and the corollary of pur- 
chasing power. 

The world of today is small. All nations are 
close neighbors. Business of one cannot succeed 
unless all enjoy ability to buy and to sell. 

The co-operative plan for relief of war 
victims, therefore, adds to the impulsion of 
humanitarianism the essential necessity of a 


good business program. Good business for us ~

Wise Choice 

By every indication, the choice by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of Edward R. Stettinius Jr., to 
be undersecretary of state, succeeding Sumner 
Wells, resigned, was a wise one.

Somewhat Misleading 

While probably fundamentally correct, the 
Gallup poll which shows that, without Roose- 
velt as its candidate, chances for the Demo- 
cratic party in the 1944 election are practically 
non-existent, is nevertheless misleading. For 
it fails to take into consideration that any 
Democratic candidate, other than the Presi- 
dent, today lacks that publicity and familiar 
touch with the public which Roosevelt has 
enjoyed for more than ten years. 


The vote for such a Democratic candidate 
would probably be far greater on election day, 
next year, after he had received the Roosevelt 
indorsement and had enjoyed the publicity of 
a presidential campaign than it would be to- 
day, when the said candidate goes before the 
Gallup voters cold. 

In the poll in question, Vice President Wal- 
lace was used as a trial horse, on the argu- 
ment that he is the most popular presidential 
possibility among Democrats today, after 
Roosevelt. The poll showed, with Dewey as the 
Republican candidate, Wallace would get only 
40 per cent of the popular vote. On the other 
hand, if Roosevelt runs against Dewey, the 
President would get 55 per cent of the vote, 
thus making his re-election practically certain. 

It is generally believed, however, that Roose- 
velt will again be the party candidate. Although 
he has not formally said so, all indications 
point to him as the party standard bearer for 
the fourth time. It is unlikely he would be 
willing to relinquish his place as President 
and Commander-in-Chief with the war still 
in progress and, even after surrender by the 
enemy, he must still hold the reins during 
negotiation of the peace and the shaping of 
plans for the postwar world. 

However if, for any reason, Roosevelt does 
not run, it is by no means certain that Wallace 
would be the Democratic nominee. Nor could 
such a nominee be counted either probable 
winner or probable loser until after public 
reaction to his platform and campaign could 
be weighed.

Successes of United States armed forces on 
every front and in every branch of the service 
is due much to the rapidity with which former 
civilians in every trade and profession quickly 
change from peacetime pursuits to effective 
soldiers, whose principal aim is to defeat the 
enemy and do it quickly.

In the short time he has been with his 
outfit he has flown 105 compat missions in his 
P-38, and has brought down 11 Japanese 
planes, thus equaling the record of the ace 
flyer, Captain Tom Lynch. In addition he 
“thinks” he seriously crippled six others, but 
being a modest individual he claims only those 
of which he is certain. “Just a lucky guy?” 
No, he has had numerous close calls, being 
shot up five times, once badly, when his left 
engine was shot out many miles out at sea 
from Oro bay. He turned and fought his way 
through a flock of Zeros and reached his base, 
He is resourceful and competent. 

That is the caliber of boys Uncle Sam 
has in every branch of the service; being in- 
telligent and purposeful, they learn their tasks 
quickly, then go out and do them. They did 
their part in accomplishing the surrender of 
Italy, and they will do their part in smash- 
ing Germany and Japan.

WASHINGTON PARADE

BEYOND EFFRONTERY WASHINGTON, Sept. 27—Before 


‘ the matter grows cold in the pub- 
lic mind, it is interesting to review the expressions of injured in- 
nocence and accusations of treachery that have fallen from the 
lips of Hitler and Mussolini over the Italian surrender. 

These two warmongering mountebanks have 
been quivering with indignation over their “be- 
trayal” by the Italian people, as reflected in 
the ousting of the deflated Duce and later in 
the signing of the Badoglio armistice. Their 
attitudes transcend even effrontery. 

First Hitler and then Mussolini (at least we 
are told) have gone before their people with 
bitter denunciations of the Italian “treachery.” 

To make such a protest in the face of their 
records forces the conclusion that here are two 
mentalities so utterly devoid of all morality, so 
warped they are impervious to shame and in- 
capable of any sense of guilt. For treachery 

; and betrayal, their records, written in the great- 
—— est outpouring of human blood in all history, 
are as foul as it is possible to conceive. 
Treachery in their warped minds is a one-way term: Of all 


the people ip the world who have a right to invoke a’ sense of out- 


raged justice over an alleged act of betrayal, these two are the last 
that should be heard. ) 

And yet the world has been treated to the recent spectacle of 
both Hitler and Mussolini (if, indeed, it was the voice of the Duce) 
ae their breasts with bitter denunciations of the Italian “be- 
trayal,” j 


REMEMBER THE RECORD The best answer is found in the 


record itself. Here it is, as re- 
gards Hitler, with all of its sordid reality—most of it made at a 
time when there were still some who would give credence to his 
utterances: 

“The German people have no thought of invading any country.” 
—Berlin, May 17, 1933. 

“Germany has neither the wish nor ‘the intention to mix in 
internal Austrian affairs or annex or unite with Austria.”— 
Reichstag, May 21, 1935. (Austria was later swallowed by Germany.) 

“We have no territorial demands to make in Europe.”—Berlin, 
‘March 7, 1936. (The war started because of Hitler’s territorial de- 
mands on Poland.) 

“We are ready to acknowledge and guarantee these states (the 
Low countries) at all times as inviolable neutral territory.”— 
Reichstag, January 30, 1937. (Belgium and Holland were invaded 
prior to the downfall of France.) 

“We succeeded in arriving at an agreement (with Poland) which, 
for the duration of 10 years, basically removes the danger of any 
clash. ... We are two peoples.”—Sportspalast, September 26, 1938. 
(A year later Poland was wantonly invaded.) 

“The German Reich and the Kingdom of Denmark will under 
no circumstances resort to war or any other form of violence against 
each other.”—Article I of the pact signed in Berlin, May 31, 1939. 
(Within a year the Germans took over the little country of Den- 
mark.) 

“I will not wage war against women and children. I have ordered 
my air force to restrict itself to attack on military objectives.”— 
Berlin, September 1, 1939, which was the day the war started. 
(Warsaw, Rotterdam, London, Coventry and a host of other cities 
mark the answer to this.) 

“We (Germany and the Soviet Union) have, therefore, resolved 
to conclude a pact which rules out forever any use of violende be- 
tween us.”—Berlin, September 1, 1939. (Less than two years later 
Russia, with no warning anf with no demands served upon her, was 
invaded by the Hitlerite hordes.) 

Other equal acts of infamy could be cited. These are enough to 
give Hitler as black a record for treachery as the world has ever 


produced. 
AS FOR MUSSOLINI As for the whines that are given out 


as coming from Mussolini since his re- 
ported liberation by the Germans, it is only necessary to recall 
Ethiopia, Albania and Greece, not to mention the infamous “stab 
in oo back” he gave stricken France at the moment of her darkest 
peril. 
In the face of such records, these men, ambitious little dictators 
who sought world dominion over more civilized nations, now have 
the gail to whine and prate about “betrayal.” They who have be. 


trayed so many.

“Wildcat”? called wildcat 
strikes by the un- 
ion bosses in an attempt to dis- 
own responsibility and escape 
blame. Some have been mere 
spontaneous walkouts not author- 
ized by the workers themselves 
but ordered by the union bosses, 
as was the case recently at Stew- 
art Field, an adjunct of the Unit- 
ed States Military Academy at 
Newburgh, N. Y. There the con- 
struction workers, who were re- 
ceiving, on dn average, much 
more pay than a New York police- 
man, would have continued to 
man the jobs if they had been 
allowed to, but had to go out 
lest they be expelled from their 
unions and beaten up or other- 
wise terrorized by the racketeers 
of the notorious Joe Fay mob. 
They were not invited. to vote 
on a strike issue but were “pulled” 
off the important work of com- 
pleting air fields and removing 
obstructions which menace the 
lives. of young fliers. That, too, 
has been called a wildcat strike 
but it was ordered by officers of 
a union which is a foul and pred- 
atory racket, the president of 
which, William E. Maloney, a Chi- 
cago racketeer, has received pub- 
lic expressions of the highest ad- 
miration from William Green. 
Green is thoroughly aware of 
the character of the union and of 
Maloney and Fay, as individual 
racketeers but he has not only 
paid official compliments to these 
two individuals, amounting to of- 
ficial indorsement of their no- 
torious activities but, in a con- 
spicuous case in Chicago de- 
nounced as a disrupter an honest 
worker who appealed to him for 
help against Maloney’s oppression 
and was murdered in: cold blood 
within a week after Green brush-

union tried to break away, claim- 
ing that they had been denied 
their rights .within their union. 
Wildcat strike it may have been, 
but in some cases that is the only 
way for large groups of unfortu- 
nates who are driven into the 
corrals in organizing drives and 
branded as the property of this 
or that union boss without being 
given a chance to vote on their 
bargaining agents or to reject 
bargaining agents. selected for 
them. The same process is fol- 
lowed in Murray’s organization 
and the whole system is based on 
the antilabor policy of the Roose- 
velt government which is the 
worst enemy of free labor to arise 
in. the United States since the 
abolition of Negro slavery. 

Green and Murray are placated 
and flattered and courted by the 
United States government with 
the conscious knowledge that the 
systems which they operate con- 
tain iniquities no less vicious than 
those of the Nazi regime and with 
brutal intent to establish those 
systems as the sub-government of 
all the workers of the nation. 

Both of these men have shown 
themselves to be resourceful and 
dangerous enemies of the Ameri- 
can worker in every craft and call- 
ing and they are the more per- 
nicious because they have been 
widely publicized and definitely 
established in the public under- 
standing as altruistic idealists who 
live and work only to serve the 
American worker. They are the 
two leading political proteges of 
the Roosevelt government because 
they understand, represent and 
strive for the same eventual aim 
of oppression under union boss 
slavery.

PRE-DAMASCUS SAULS It has been said that moral edu- 


cation is impossible without the 
habitual vision of greatness. J think that is a fair statement and 
a true one. | 
It surprised me, therefore, to find two of the state’s dailies still 
whining. In Sunday editorials they were very 
much upset that the legislature should have 
been called to do something about the intol- 
erable and shameful prison situation in Geor- 
gia. They thought the Governor arrogant and 
unwise. They called it a folly. 


Well, it so happens they were the same two 
which ardently, even passionately, -supported 
the arrogance which brought the state’s school 
system to the lowest ebb of its career. They 
were the two which supported the use of the 
bayonet instead of the legislature, the legally 
elected representatives of the pedple who as- 
suredly may vote as they please, being un- 
bound and having a record of patriotic regard 
for their state and its people. 

The attorney general of the state has ruled 
the prison board could not be fitted into the 
reform under the existing law. There remained 

only orre choice for the Governor. He could sink back into the 
past and let things slide. Or he could, by the use of just a slight 
amount of moral courage, call the legislature to change it by legal 
and democratic methods. 

The legislature had on file a report of three legislative com- 
mittees which had reported on prison conditions. 

Here was a great chance for Georgia to take a proper step—a 
step in which it would say that its prison conditions had been 
found notoriously bad, with the usual few exceptions, and that the 
people of this state did not want such a condition to exist. The 
Governor believed the people and their elected yepresentatives 
wanted that step. 

The Governor spoke, saying that the professional politician 
would oppose it; that those who counted the cost of the session 
above the state’s duty to its prisoners would oppose it. And sure 
enough, he was right. They did. 

This legislature established a record of.independent thought and 
patriotic action in its first session which stamped it as possibly the 
greatest legislature our state has had in modern times. It finished 
its work early. It likely will finish this job in record time. 

No one compels it. No one dictates to it. It is made up of men 
who want to make Georgia a better state. It has had a habitual 
vision of greatness ever since it was elected and convened. 

There are a few who still are on the road to Damascus. The 
scales still haven't fallen from their eyes. They still prefer to do 
something about evil at a later date. “Any time—just so it is 
later on,” is a policy which has been in force for a long time. It is 
one which produced our great crisis in education. It is one which 
would stop reform of our prison system. 

The time is now! 


THE UNPLEASANT FACTS The Governor of Georgia took 
the facts which the elected 


+ 
representatives of the people had gathered. He told of the fact 
that, until he became Governor, there was not a chaplain in a 
Georgia prison; he told of men beaten and starved, of men denied 
any opportunity at rehabilitation or educational improvement. 

These were not his charges or his words, but the honest words 
of three separate investigating committees. 

He said something else which must shock the minds and hearts 
of Georgians. This state has more prisoners, per capita, than any 
other state. 

Why? 

Most of them are repeaters. 

Why are they repeaters? . 

Because most of them came from poor, poverty-stricken homes, 
Uneducated, untrained, they were turned loose to go back to the 
same surroundings with the greater weight of a prison record on 
their backs. 

Where could they go except back to prison? 

Here is a bill proposed which will allow for some vocational 
training of prisoners; which will permit them to reduce their sen- 
tences by good behavior and work; which will permit them to 
make a small sum out of their work so that when they leave prison 
they will have at least some training and a small nest-egg to go on. 

And yet two voices are lifted to call it folly to do such an act; 
to say that Georgia should not spend a few thousand dollars on this 
debt it has long owed to its prisoners; to say that it is arrogant 
or wrong to ask this of the legislature. 

“Yes,” they say, in effect, “it is wrong and evil We should 
do something about it. But let’s don’t really change anything. 
Let’s do something later on.” 

We can thank God for this legislature and this Governor and 
for the temper of the people. Thomas Jefferson once said that if 
the people were given a fair chance to know. the truth you could ° 
depend on them to do the right thing. No one makes any special 
claims to greatness for the Governor or the legislature. 

But it can be said that they both, the man and the legislative 
body, have let the people know the truth. And it can be said that 
they both have had a habitual vision of greatness for Georgia. 

No amount of greed or old stand-pat, selfish opposition just for 
the sake of ornery meanness seems to prevent them from doing 
what they conceive to be their duty.

Walter Lippman recently wrote a‘fine essay concerning Churchill 
and greatness, yet he defined greatness chiefly by using synonyms. 

If Socrates had been asked whether a certain governor was great, 
he would have answered in his usual manner by asking questions— 
and the questions would have seemed surprisingly modern, for 
human behavior still follows ancient patterns. 

“Was the governor’s greatness so obvious that the people drafted 
him to serve them?” No, he schemed and made promises to win 
their votes. 

“Were the promises faithfully kept?” 
promptly forgotten. 

“Were his schemes the kind that indicated greatness of mind 
and character?” No, he appealed to ancient passions and prejudices 
and thus aroused sleeping evils that injured his country. 

“Did he scorn and reject the support of evil men and malicious | 
forces?” No, he made alliances with them and welcomed their 
assistance. 

But wait. It may be that the governor, being great and blessed 
with vision beyond that of ordinary men, realized that his state 
was in deadly peril and that he alone could save it. Perhaps he 
said to himself: “The people realize neither their peril nor my 
greatness, and may not elect me. But I must be elected, since I 
alone can save the state. Therefore, as in warfare, any method 
that will win is justified by necessity.” 

If Socrates had accepted that argument, which isn’t likely, he 
might have continued: “Well, then, if the ‘governor’s greatness is 
still in doubt, let us judge the tree by its fruits.” 

“Did his official acts give uniform evidence of greatness?” 

“Can you tell me some things he did that could not have been 
done by any ordinary man of good sense?” 

“What thing did he do that would have indicated greatness if 
he had been a village magistrate instead of a governor?” 

“Did he base his policies on justice and right and the eternal 
verities, and teach the people to support them, or did he do the 
expedient thing and modify his policies to win public favor?” 

“Did.he regard his power as a public trust, or did he use it to 
benefit his personal friends and punish those who opposed him?” 

“Did he have the humility of greatness, and in his dealings with 
common men did he show them a courtesy that revealed true 
respect for the dignity of mankind?” 

“Did he inspire men to noble and sacrificial action, far the sake 
of right and honor and duty, or did they follow him in selfishness 
and greed and lust for power?” 

Socrates was killed for asking questions, but nobody has ever 
found a better way to clarify thinking and get at the facts.

Here’s a Man Who 
Thinks America Is 
Good Enough for Him 


Good fortune threw me into 
contact a day or two ago with a 
man who thinks this country is a 
grand country 
to live in—de- 
spite bureau- 
cracies, the boll 
weevil, ques- 
tionnaires, in- 
come taxes and 
a few Septem- 
ber mosqui- 
toes. He isn’t 
a citizen — but 
he wants to be. 

I'd say he is a 
darn good citi- 
zen right now. 
He is a Jew. 
A German Jew. 
A refugee. 
About 45 years 
old and highly educated. An ac- 
countant and statistician by pro- 
fession. His English is excellent, 
though marked with an accent. 

By devious and _ expensive 
means he and his wife and a 
daughter escaped from Nazi Ger- 
many. Well-to-do in the old days, 
he was broke when he landed in 
New York. But friends welcomed 
him and took care of him and his 
family. The Jews are like that. 

He found a good job at a good 
salary and is all set and with 
worries behind him. 

“It is wonderful,” he told me, 
“to be in a free country. I mean 
a country which really is free. It 
is like breathing a new and fresh 
air. 

“I am working with a company 
and its people who are all friend- 
ly. I think they go out of their 
way to be more than friendly to 
me. Sometimes somebody asks 
me if I am a Jew and I say yes, 
because I am proud to be a Jew. 
And they say what is the differ- 
ence if I deliver the goods. You 
see, I am acquiring the idiom. 

“But I am amazed by the free- 
dom of discussion when we have 
a cup of coffee together or a mo- 
ment or two of free time in the 
washroom. From the boss to the 
office boy everybody feels free to 
discuss anything—from your Pres- 
ident to the taxes. Anybody can 
abuse Roosevelt without fear of a 
call by the Gestapo. Your news- 
papers can print the news, your 
radios can broadcast it. You do 
not fear that an expression of an 
opinion will bring a firing squad. 


‘And What Food!’ 


“When I am finished with 
my day’s work my wife and my 
daughter and I have dinner—and 
what a dinner. You complain bit- 
terly about rationing. My friend, if 
you could know how we lived in 
Germany! Only the great Nazi 
leaders in Germany can enjoy 
such food. We had a whole hen 
for dinner last night. A big hen, 
for three persons. Can you imag- 
ine? And three vegetables. And 
real coffee, with sugar. 

“But best of all, when we three 
have eaten our dinner and given 
thanks Ao the Great Being we can 
stroll in the park or go to a picture 
show—and we are looking forward 
to the great concerts of this season 
—and nobody asks us to show 
identification cards, nobody crowds 
us off the sidewalks. 

“There are policemen, yes. But 
when we ask one a direction he 
gives us the information with a 
smile. There are Army officers in 
uniform, yes. But we have learned 
not to be afraid of them. They will 
not interfere with us. We fee! they 
are our friends. We feel all Amer- 
icans are our friends. They have 
proved themselves such. 

“You native Americans do not 
realize what freedom means. Only 
a man who has lived under Nazi 
rule can appreciate it. Especially, 
a Jew. 

“It is all right, I think, for you 


to complain about bureaucrats and | 


politics and taxes and rationing. 
It is fine that you are free to com- 
piain. It is a great country where 
a man can raise his voice without 
fear of prison. 

“After all, it does not matter 
how much you complain about 
this and that hardship—as long as 
vou give and give generously to 
support your country in winning 
this war. And I have observed that 
many of the men who complain 
loudest are among the most gen- 
erous givers.”

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Hitler Sees Time Running Out; 
But Stull ‘Intuitive,’ Writer Says 


(Editor’s Note: This article is 
based upon the book, “Behind 
the Steel Wall,” just written by 
the Swedish newspaperman, 
Arvid Fredborg. It presents the 
most up-to-date picture of inside 
Germany since American, news- 
papermen left there in Decem- 
ber, 1941.

STOCKHOLM—/)—Adolf Hit- 
ler gives the impression of a man 
conscious of the fact that, sand 
runs rapidly through the hour 
glass, says Arvid Fredborg, widely 
known Swedish newspaperman 
who returned home recently after 
two years in Germany. 

Not only is Der Feuhrer’s histor- 
ical time running out but Fred- 
borg says in his new book, “Be- 
hind the Steel Wall,” that the mas- 
ter of Germany is aging himself. 

Fredborg’s book, covering the 
period since American newspaper 
correspondents left Germany, pre- 
sents a most comprehensive view 
of the interior workings of Ger- 
many. 

Himmler Powerful. 

During Hitler’s numerous break- 
downs, Fredborg writes, political 
power has been in the hands of 
Heinrich Himmler and Martin 
Bormann, two of the most power- 
ful men in Germany, and the mil- 
itary control in the hands of party 
men. 

Bormann, chief of the Nazi 
party chancellery, succeeded Ru- 
dolf Hess, but without Hess’ title 
of deputy Fuehrer, and has been 
emerging with greater power than 
Hess ever had. In his hands have 
been placed extensive new au- 
thority in domestic and party mat- 
ters. 

It is even doubtful whether Hit- 
ler during the periods when he has 
been in full health has been told 
the whole truth about Germany’s 
situation, the book continues. 

It is quite natural that his subor- 
dinates are tempted to touch up 
the situation because.they have to 
deal with a very stern master who 
lives in practically total isolation 
and sees only a few persons. 

Political Leadership. 

The foreign correspondent has 
to deal mainly with Hitler’s polit- 
ical and military leadership. His 
attitude toward politics might be 
described as cynical realism. But 
this is only sham. 
and personal attitude often have 
played a much bigger role than 
persons outside Germany can im- 
agine. 

Decisions may wait for weeks 
because Hitler’s aides don’t dare 
present something unpopular until 
he can have compensation in some 
form. Many times his personal 
dislikes have been decisive for 
Germany's policy. 

It is this irrational point which 
is so dangerous. As a military 
leader Hitler has a genius for out- 
lifing grandiose plans of attack. 
But he also has an inclination for 
fiddling with details which has ir- 
ritated German military men, 

Chief of Staff’s Burden. 

To be his chief of staff is hard 
work. The poor chief may be 
called in 30 times a day to explain 
details about the front which are 
of little importance and which 
ou,ht to be lef: to the commander 
in chief on the ground. 

Hitler may also delay some 
question of military.equipment by 
professing that he wants to test 
the the article himself. He is 
convinced that he is one of the 
greatest soldiers in history but to 
be a great soldier one must have 
something more than political 
genius. 

Hitler missed this “more” and 
therefore his authority as a mili- 
tary leader was dissipated on the 
vast Russian open spaces and the 
African desert. Ironically, Hitler 
is often called “Der Groesste 
Feldherr Allerzeit” (greatest sol- 
dier all time). 

Several stories are told about 
his military leadership. One of 
them describes a conversation be- 
tween Field Marshal Fedor Von 
Bock and the famous conductor 
Dr. Wilhelm Furtwangler. 

Furtwangler asked Von Bock, 
former chief of the German Army

Goering and Goebbels. are old 
enemies, but they combine their 
forces against Von Ribbentrop.

Sagerak Taken; 
Allied Airmen 
Bomb Wewak

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Tuesday, Sept. 28.—(4)—A ground 
movement against the Japanese 
shipping base of Madang was dis- 
closed today in an Allied head- 
quarters announcement that a 
force moving up the Yati river 
has captured the Markham valley 
town of Sagerak. 

This development focused at- 
tention on an area approximate- 
ly 70 miles northwest of captured 
Lae and an equal distance from 
Madang. Sagerak is eight miles 
northwest of Kaiapit, which was 
seized September 18 by Australian 
troops landed in big transport 
planes. 

Madang is more than 175 miles 
up the New Guinea coast from 
the Huon peninsula sector where 
General Douglas MacArthur's 
forces now are bidding for the 
capture of the Japanese air and 
supply base of Finschhafen. 

Within less than a mile of 
Finschhafen, Australians moving 
down from the north still were 
held up by strong enemy resist- 
ance south of the Bumi river. 

Today’s communique said only 
that pressure there was increased. 

Approximately 300 miles up the 
coast from Finschhafen, the Jap- 
anese air reinforcement base of 
Wewak was pounded by 33 tons 
of bombs, today’s communique 
said. 

At Hansa Bay midway between 
Wewak and Madang, 22 tons of 
bombs were dropped by Allied 
raiders on supply dumps and biv- 
ouac areas 

Four-engined bombers were es- 
corted by fighters in their attack 
on two airdromes, But and Dagua. 
Twenty Japanese fighters inter- 
cepted and three were shot down. 
The raiders sustained no losses. 
Their explosives set fires visible 
for 30 miles. 

“Both target areas were well 
covered,” the communique said. 

At Wewak, more than 400 ene- 
my planes have been destroyed 
since mid-August, effectively 
weakening Japanese air _ fresist- 
ance to the Allied land offensive. 

All raiders also returned from 
the Hansa Bay raid. 

This movement in New Guinea 
represents the Allies’ fncreasing 
menace to the Japanese shipping 
base of Madang b the northwest.

They jumped onto a Navy raft 
in the Willamette river, 
to get along on shipwreck rations 
until Oregon filled its $104,000,000, 
quota in the Third War Loan cam- 
paign. 

Now, 10 days later, Oregon has 
raised only 62 per cent of the 
quota and the Coast Guard has 
taken a literal attitude about sim- 
ulating shipwreck conditions. 

The men are down to their last 
two days of chocolate rations and 
are eating only two meals a day 
of what other rations -remain.

Food Subsidies Blood Bank Bonanza 


Facing Attacks 


By Farm Bloc 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(#) 
Senate farm bloc leaders and 
heads of agricultural organizations 
decided today to oppose broaden- 
ing of the food subsidy program 
as a means of bolstering produc- 
tion and to seek higher prices in- 
stead, 

“The battle is on,” declared Ed- 
ward A. O’Neal, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, after a meeting of several 
organization heads and senators 
from farm and dairy states. 


Senator Aiken, Republican, Ver- 
mont, in whose office the meeting 
was held, said the group had been 
informed that the administration 
would submit to congress soon 
legislation that would increase the 
borrowing authority of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation by at 
lease $250,000,000 and extend the 
agency's life 18 months beyond 
January 1. The legislation would 
be drawn, he said, to “give the 
administration unlimited authori- 
ty to roll back prices whenever 
they saw fit.” 


Defiances of Wishes. 


Asserting this represented a 
“defiance of the expressed wishes 
of congress by the executive,” 
Aiken said “We don’t intend to 
abdicate without a struggle.” 

O’Neal said the farm bloc would 
attempt to write into the legisla- 
tion. a prohibition against roll- 
back subsidies on the ground that 
prices should be allowed to rise 
sufficiently to meet production 
costs.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sunday.—Coming 
back from Australia and my visit to Guadal- 
canai, where I spent a night and a day, I want 
to review our doings. 

Guadacanal looks very different from when 
the Marines landed.

In Espiritu Santo, where we stopped for half a night and day, 
we admired the recreation area, where there were almost as many 
attractions as in Coney Island, but, in spite of the great crowd of 
men, it was less crowded. 

I was shown the camp site our boy, James, and his Marine raid- 
ers once occupied, as well as the spot on the old pier where he 
stood in the rain on a dark night and, by the light from a jeep, 
Admiral Nimitz read his citation and pinned on a decoration.

Center of the South 
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Valuable French Antiques 
To Be Exhibited at Museum 


By YOLANDE GWIN. 


Relics of France which depict 
her colorful and romantic history 
will gO on display this week, when 
Atlantans will offer their priceless 
and authentic objets d’art for an 
exhibit at the High Museum of 
Art. The exhibit, scheduled for 
two weeks, will be sponsored by 
members of the Co-ordinating 
Council of the French Relief So- 
ciety through the United Commu- 
nity War Fund in Atlanta, of 
which Miss Martha Slaton is the 
chairman, 

Charles Loridans, French con- 
sul, and Ollivier Vinour, leader 
of the Fighting French in Atlanta, 
are co-operating with Miss Mar- 
tha in the sponsorship of the ex- 
hibits, which will be composed 
entirely of French art works and 
French historical relics owned by 
Atlantans. In addition to the cul- 
tural influence the display will re- 
flect, its main object is to encour- 
ace the morale of the French, 
many of whom reside here in At- 
lanta, and to make them realize 
that the United States is a sister 
republic. Miss Anne Morgan, of 
New York, is a member of the 
executive committee of the Co-or- 
dinating Council of the French Re- 
lief Society and has written Miss 
Martha of her interest and appre- 
ciation of what the Atlanta group 
has undertaken in its first step 
of the varied program under this 
newly formed organization. 

Atlanta homes are noted far and 
wide for their beauty and their 
furnishings and, although many are 
typically southern both in struc- 
ture and furnishings, many prove 
an outlet for the owner’s collective 
turn of mind, and authentic pieces 
of Old World charm are added to 
the decorative motif. Many of 
these pieces will be included in 
the exhibit at the High Museum, 
opening next Sunday from 2 
to 5 p. m. 

Mr. and Mrs. Loridans have 
many beautiful pieces in their 
home on Pace’s Ferry road and, 
although furniture is not to be 
shown in the forthcoming exhibit, 
there will be many other items 
from the Loridans home shown. 
There will be many Sevres serv- 
ice plates once used in the Tuil- 
leries palace. Among portraits to 
be shown are those of Emperor 
Napoleon and King Louis Phil- 
lippe, done by Harpignies, noted 
French artist who died in 1916 at 
the age of 97. 

Harpignies, by the way, defied 
old age and at 94 painted addi- 
tional portraits to leave for pos- 
terity. Another from the Loridans 
collection to be shown will be one 
by Theodore Frere, many of whose 
works hang in the Louvre. Then 
there is a pair by Nanteul, who 
illustrated the works of Victor 
Hugo and Alfred de Mussett, and 
paintings by Guston Guillement, 
Fugene Fromentin, Alex Couder 
and Auguste Anastas. A very old 
miniature of Empress Eugenie on 
ivory and encased in a gold frame 
will also be shown. 

17th Century Clock. 

A handsome French clock which 
rests beneath a glass capsule in 
her home on Peachtree road will 
be loaned by Miss May Haverty. 
The clock has an interesting his- 
tory, having been made in the 17th 
century by Pochon. The clock, an 
eight-day model with a silver bell 
which gives a melodious tinkle, 
was given to the Marquis de Ma- 
rigeny by King Louis Phillippe of 
France when the former was at 
his court. The friendship between 
the two men flourished when the 
King was’Duke of Orleans and 
was in exile in Louisiana and was 

ntertained by the De Marigny 
family. The structure of the clock 
shows a pronounced Indo-China 
-influence, is dainty and perfect in 
detail. and will add a great deal 
to the French exhibit. 

Mrs. Julian Harris will enter 
some rare hand-bound French 
books as well as a copy of a Fro- 
gonard painting from the Louvre 
gallery, by the late Lucy May 
Stanton, considered the outstand- 
ing miniature artist in this coun- 
try. She was a native of Atlanta 
and studied in Paris, where she 
developed her expert and distinc- 
tive technique. 

The M. A. Ferst home on Clif- 
ton road is one of the outstanding 
examples of French provincial 
architectural design in the south. 
Its furnishings carry out the pe- 
riod, and although Mrs. Ferst has 
many authentic French pieces she 
has chosen two guash paintings of 
miniature chateaux scenes, and 
some Jacob Petit porcelain figu- 
rines to show. 

Mrs. Francis Abreu has pro- 
vided Miss Martha with a long 
and interesting list of her price- 
less French possessions which 
make her home on Pace’s Ferry 
road one of the city’s showplaces, 
among these pieces being a rare 
and very old Savonnerie rug. 
Mrs. J. Bulow Campbell will show 
an old and very fine Aubusson 
tapestry and some French hand- 

made baby dresses. 

Mrs. Andrew Calhoun resides | 
in an Italian villa on Pace’s Ferry 
road, but amid her Italian furnish- 
ings there hangs a portrait of her 
great-great-great-grandfather, Sir 
James Newell, which was painted 
by the celebrated French artist, 
St. Memmin, and which she will 
show. When Mrs. Charles C. Case 
was living in Paris as a young 
girl, named Kareen Cronert, and 
studied music while making her 
home with a French family, she 
had a miniature painted of her- 
self which is one of her most 
cherished possessions and which 
she will show. Mrs. George Bland 
has quite a collection of French 
antiques in her apartment at the 
Biltmore hotel and she has of- 
fered to lend for the exhibit a 
blue fruit bowl, two Sevres vases, 
a soup tureen and platter of ex- 
guisite French design, a pair of 
French vases more than 100 years 
old and an antique bronze clock 
set, festooned in gold. — 

French Medals From Mint.

Mrs. Joe A. Brown, the former 
Germanine Grenier, who lived in 
the Savoie section of France, near 
the Italian border, will show many 
of the treasures of her former 
home as well as several Sevres 
vases, and four eighteenth century 
paintings on iron, and an old em- 
pire clock more than 100 years 


old. Many medals given her pa- 
ternal grandfather, Joseph Gre- 
nier, a noted professor, for his 
achievements in his profession, 
will also be shown. 

Miss Martha has been so busy 
collecting French relics and pieces 
that she has had little time to 
think of her own contribution to 
the display, except through her 


untiring efforts in making it a 
success, but she has consented to 
show her decoration of Palmes 
Academiques, given her by the 
French government for academic 
honors, and which was instituted 
by Napoleon in 1809.

Grape Juice. 
The point values of a quart of 
|grape juice was advanced from 
three to six. This was significant, 
OPA said, “because it reflects the 
diversion of a large part. of the 
nation’s grape production into the 
making of jams, jellies and pre- 
serves.” 

OPA observed that consumers 
would experience a net gain out 
of the point changes “because the 
items reduced in point value sell 
in greater quantities than the 
items being raised.” 

Removal of dried peas and len- 
tils from rationing was accom- 
plished by dropping their value 
from one point a pound to zero; 
by this technique, OPA could re- 
store the items to the ration list 
at short notice. Country shippers 
were instructed to continue to 
send monthly reports on lentils 
and dried peas to OPA.

In some cases, OPA 
said, persons added to the mileage 
by towing two or more cars, re- 
sulting in cars being moved much 
farther than intended. 

The order includes commercial 
vehicles, but local boards may is- 
sue special rations if circum- 
stances warrant and _ authoriza- 
tion is obtained from the Office 
of Defense Transportation.

SEPTEMBER 28, 1924...six weary U.S. Army fliers 
landed in Seattle ...to complete the first ‘round-the- 
world flight in history. 


ROM THE TIME they landed in Boston till their arrival 
FF; Seattle, America went wild with excitement. 

President Coolidge received their report at Bolling Field, 
Washington, after waiting three hours in the.rain. Babies 
were soon being named for them. Congress later voted them 
the Distinguished Service Medal, (never before awarded 
except for war service). 

Eight men, with Major Frederick L. Martin in com- 
mand, had risen from the Seattle airport 172 days before 
...1n four specially built Douglas planes:(the Seattle, the 
Chicago, the Boston, and the New Orleans). 

And now, what a story there was to tell! Crouched be- 
hind windshields in open cockpits, at the mercy of fog, 
snow, and rain, they had often groped their way on un- 
charted routes with little more than skill, prayer, and horse 
sense to guide them. For almost their only instruments 
were a compass, a sextant, and a Sperry-developed turn- 
and-bank indicator. 

Early in the flight, Major Martin and Sergeant Alva 
Harvey, in the Seattle, crashed into a mountain in the thick 
Alaskan fog. The others flew the Aleutian route to the

instruments for “blind flying.”’

Ogden then tried the perilous North Atlantic crossing. 

The Boston, with Wade and Ogden aboard, was forced to 
land on the ocean, and finally sank when a crane broke 
whwWe trying to lift the plane to a ship deck for repairs.

What their flight foreshadowed 


Without the impetus which that flight gave to American 
aviation—to plane design, to safety and speed, to plane 
manufacture, to instrument development, to airport build- 
ing—who can say that aviation would have grown as it has 
in the past 19 years? 


And, without this growth of aviation, it is highly 
possible that President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill might never have met at Cas- 
ablanca. Australia might now be a Jap colony. 
Montgomery might still be battling Rommel in 
Africa. 


For both the Prestdent and the Prime Minister went to 
Casablanca in modern, long-range planes. The battle of 
the Coral Sea will go down as an historic episode in the con- 
tribution of sea and air power to the salvation of Australia. 

American bombers were practically out of action at a 
crucial point in the African campaign. Grounded by sand 
trouble, they needed help. To see what could be done, an 
American engineer flew to Africa from Nashville, Tenn. Two 
weeks later, American “flying freight cars” landed in the 
desert with 2000 sand shields made to this engineer’s 
specifications after he returned to Nashville. The American 
bombers flew again. 

General H. H. Arnold, Chief of our Army Air Forces, 
promises bombers in the near future that will carry half a 
carload of bombs to. Europe, and fly back again without 
refueling. :
